Red-Lead Not 
Impaired By 
Acid Vapors 


It Forms Insoluble Sulphate 
When Attacked 


An oil refining company was having 
trouble with the paint on its tanks and 
metal work in general, because of the 
presence of sulphurous gases in the 
air. In answer to an inquiry from the 
company, Professor A. H. Sabin, con- 
sulting chemist of National Lead 
Company, wrote in part as follows 
(Professor Sabin speaks from an ex- 
perience of thirty years in dealing with 
paint and painting problems): 

“Sulphurous gases in the atmosphere 
are almost always present in the form 
of sulphurous or sulphurie acid (gen- 
erally both) either in actual solution 
in the air (along with more or less 
watery vapor) or more rarely as a sort 
of mist. 

“These acids are extremely dilute; 
and while this condition causes prompt 
and continuous rusting of unprotected 
iron or steel, these acids do not nat- 
urally attack linseed oil or any other 
oil, nor tar, nor asphaltum, unless the 
acids are in concentrated form. Should 
the binder go rapidly to pieces, it is 
probably due to other and more com- 
mon causes, such as prevailing tem- 
perature and sun exposure, alternat- 
ing wetness and dryness and so on. 

“The other part of the paint is the 
pigment. Some pigments may be 
easily attacked by these acid vapors 
and be converted into soluble sul- 


phates which will not only wash off, 
but may corrode iron if they touch it. 


Lead Changes Into Sulphate 


“Lead is also subject to attack, but 
the lead sulphate is insoluble and if 
the paint contains red-lead the effect 
will be to change the pigment in the 
very thin outer layer, probably only 
one five-thousandth of an inch in 
depth, into sulphate. This will cause 
the surface to whiten, but when you 
rub it off you will find the red color 
beneath. The whitened skin is only a 
white paint instead of a red paint. If 
it were soluble it would constantly 
wash off and the paint would stay 
red as long as there was any left. 

“About this time you want to know 
why it is that paint does not ‘ast in 
such places, if what I have said is 
true. There are two fundamental 
reasons, 


Moisture Causes Chemical 

“We all know, in the first place, 
that moisture tends to soften an oil 
film and then sets up chemical action 
within it. You may think that in a 
dry climate there is not likely to be 
much moisture; but if there is acid 
and moisture (there is always moist- 
ure where there is acid) which settles 
on the painted surface, the acid will 
hold some of the water there, no 
matter how dry the surface may 
seem to be to th. touch. 

“You therefore have the water al- 
ways at work softening the oil part 
of the film and helping the atmos- 
phere and the sunlight to destroy it. 
The chemical rays of sunlight are 
destructive to all oils. In this second- 
ary way no doubt the acid does help 
to destroy the life of the paint, but 
it acts on all alihe. 

“The second cause, which is prob- 
ably the more important, is that the 
acid, being always there, attacks the 
iron or steel wherever it can get at 
it. 

“A paint film is not sure to be perfect 
everywhere, and if the air, carrying 
these corrosive acids, gets in even 
through microscopic pores or holes in 
the film (perhaps because of imper- 
fect brushing, perhaps’ accidental 
puncture or scratches), the acid goes 
at work at once and the rust spreads. 

“Rust always swells and breaks up 
the paint over it. And so where iron 
or steel rusts worst, paint naturally 
goes most quickly.”

Tests Prove 
Paint Is Foe 
of Germs 


Infected Surfaces Are Made 
Sterile By Painting 


Germs have killed a vastly greater 
number of people than have fallen in 
all the wars ever fought. No wonder 
so many brilliant minds have been 
devoted entirely to the wiping out of 
these enemies of man. One of their 
most practical discoveries is that paint 
is a foe to germs. 

A test of paint’s sterilizing power 
was carried out in the Institute of In- 
dustrial Research: at Washington, D. 
C. On a laboratory wall one coat of 
paint was applied to a small area. After 
drying, the painted surface and the 
unpainted area next to it were lightly 
rubbed with a different swab which 
had been moistened with sterile water. 
The moisture in each swab was then 
squeezed out into plates of agar 
sugar, a jelly-like mixture in which 
germs easily multiply. Examination 
showed that the plate made from the 
unpainted area contained a positive 
bacterial growth. The one made from 
the painted area showed a negligible 
growth. 

Then a culture of three species of 
germs, each of a death-dealing type, 
were mixed with a dry powder and 
blown upon the two surfaces—painted 
and unpainted. Similarly the germs 
in a sterile liquid were sprayed on 
other portions of the same surfaces. 
One hour later plates were made in 
the agar the same as before and the 
growths were positive tho not so pro- 
nounced from the painted area. 


Results of Test 

Next the two surfaces were washed 
with soap and sterile water. Plates 
in agar were made an hour later. The 
the culture from the 
unpainted area showed abundant 
growth while the culture from the 
painted area showed very little. 

These tests conclusively prove that 
if a painted surface becomes contam- 
inated the of danger may be 
removed by washing and also that in- 
fected surfaces may be made sterile 
by painting. These results are prob- 
ably not so much due to any germi- 
cidal properties which paint may pos- 
sess, but to the fact that the old sur- 
is covered with a clean wash- 
film of paint.

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Why a Paint 
Film Will Not 


Last Forever 


It Fights the Elements to 
‘‘Save the Surface’”’ 


The length of time that a given film 
of paint will afford protection to a 
surface depends to a large exteut upon 
the exposure. 

Moisture is the active element which 
enters into the process of decay or 
disintegration of all paint films. In- 
doors where the air is more or less free 
from moisture the process is extremely 
slow, and in deserts and other dry 
countries no perceptible decay has 
taken place in a thousand years. But 
out-of-doors, as a general thing, there 


is an entirely different story to tell, 
especially in the rain belts, which, 
after all, are the parts of the earth in- 
habited by man. 


Here we are confronted with certain 
natural influences which tend to has- 
ten the decay and disintegration of 
the paint film. Among these influ- 
ences may be mentioned the sun's 
light and heat, wind, rain, hail, snow, 
ice, fog, salt spray, dust, dirt, and 
surface soil acids. There are a num- 
ber of other influences more or less 
artificially produced in cities and other 
centers of industrial activity that have 
a marked effect on the life of paint. 
Under such influences may be: men- 
tioned brine drippings, acid fumes, 
smoke. and other deleterious gases. 


Pigment Does Not Decay 


Paint, of course, is subject to de- 
cay, as is all other structurai material. 
It is the vehicle (oil) or vegetable 
part of the paint that decays. The 
pigment or mineral part of the paint 
does not decay. It simply fa.is off 
when the oil is gone, as there is then 
nothing left to hold it in place. De- 
cay, as has already been stated, always 
takes place in the presence of moist- 
ure, and is greatly accelerated by the 
action of heat. 


With all these influences trying to 
destroy the film, we should not ex- 
pect paint to last forever. Nothing 
else which is exposed to the elements 
does. The remedy for this condition 
is frequent renewal. Paint is cheaper 
than metal or wood. One or the other 
is bound to go sooner or later. A coat 
of red-lead or white-lead paint from 
time to time will maintain the surface 
in an excellent state of preservation 
And when you “save the surface,” “you 
save all.”

How Boiled 
Linseed Oil 
Affects Drying 


Dries in About Same Time 
as Raw Oil 


Many painters say that boiled lin- 
seed oil “dries from the top” while 
raw 1tinseed oil dries from the bottom, 
that is, from the surfce of the material 
painter outward to the air. This is 
an error due to the observation that 
a boiled oil film is often dry to the 
touch while still soft underneath, while 
when dry to the touch, is dry 
to the wood.

Surface Dries First 


Any coat of paint dries first on the 
surface, whether it contains boiled oil 
or raw oil. The process of drying re- 
quires oxygen—and this is most plenti- 
ful on the surface exposed to air. 
Boiled oil, due to its process of manu- 
facture, is already in a state of partial 
oxidation. As a result of these two 
facts, the surface of a paint film con- 
taining boiled oil will dry very quickly. 
The drying process does not cease 
here, however. It still continues jown 
thru the film, tho at a slower rate, 
because the oxygen must pass thru 
the outer surface, which is already dry 
to the touch. 

Raw oil requires the addition of a 
drier, usually 1..ade of lead and man- 
ganese oxides to hasten its drying 
action. This drier makes easier the 
passage of oxygen from air to oil. A 
paint film containing such an oil will 
dry more quickly on the outer surface 
—the same as a boiled-oil film—but 
this outer layer does not dry as quickly 
as that of boiled oil, which fact gives 
the deeper portions of the film a chance 
to get oxygen before the surface is 
sealed. When the raw oil film is dry 
to the touch it is just as dry thruout. 


Drying Time the Same 

The important point is this- -the 
time necessary for each film to become 
thoroly dry is practically the same. In 
other words. the boiled oil apparently 
dries first, tho process is still going on 
underneath and is completed at about 
the same time that raw oil with drier 
is actually dry. 

Properly handled by one who under- 
stands its action, boiled oil will give 
excellent results. The same may be 
said of raw oil combined with drier. 
Which shall be used is, in most cases, 
simply a matter of perso‘ia1 preference, 
but the quick drying of boiled oi] at 
the top often misleads those who are 
not familiar with it and causes them 
to think it is thoroly dry when it is 
not. This may lead to trouble. Whore 
boiled oil is preferable the reason is 
found in its greater sealing aution, ew«

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Germany Plans Supertrust in Dyes 

The past week brought from Germany an- 
other report of the completion of the gigantic 
merger of the already quite well teamed dye 
manufacturing firms. According to this latest 
report, the German trust-of-trusts in the 
organic chemical field has a Badische nucleus 
and is capitalized at more than $160,000,000. 
This is interesting news, but it is, we believe. 
a trifle premature and somewhat exaggerative. 

The German synthetic organic chemical con- 
cerns which constitute the wel!-known Inter- 
essen Gemeinschaft are working toward 
closer unity, and they are going to become 
closely unified, indeed. The consummation of 
this plan, however, is not yet; it must go be- 
fore the stockholders at the annual meetings 
of the cartel firms next Sprirg. Of course, 
it will go through as a cut-and-dried proposi- 
tion. This amalgamation will be attended by 
another capital conversion on the part of the 
dye firms, and their combined capital, which 
now totals in the neighborhocd of 642,000,000 
marks (the above-mentioned $160,000,000 ) 
and was converted to that amount from a pre- 
war total of less than 150,000,000 marks, at the 
beginning of this year. will be reconverted to 
75,000,000 marks. This fancy financing is oc- 
casioned by the necessity of avoiding the heavy 
expense of the capital tax. 

German industry faces a 
still cheaper production costs. This is as true 
in the chemical fields as in any other, It is 
the condition which underlies the strenuous 
effort of German financiers to float loans in 
the United States and other countries. The 
vaunted cheapness of German production which 
went so far in getting her manufacturers a 
world market before the war, owed its effect- 
iveness in large measure to the fact that it 
deterred manufacturers in other countries from 
attempting to enter the fields to which Ger- 
many had laid particular claim. Jt is true 
that the far from strong attempts which were 
made along this line were wrecked by com- 
petitive methods which were not any better 
than they should have been. But, it is clear 
that once the manufacturers of other countries 
did get a foothold,. Germans have had a hard 
time underselling them out of it. 

So the aim of ‘the ‘super,interessengemein- 
schaft of the German coal-tar industry is 
cheaper operations as a road to the reoccupa- 
tion of the choicest markets of the world. ‘To 
assure the greatest degree of cheapness, the 
new trust will embrace severa! further strata 
in its vertical scope and apparently will cover 
horizontically a deal more ground than here- 
tofore. Some of this expansion comes natur- 
ally as the result of developments -in nitrogen 
fixation (what might be styled the bottom of 
the vertical pile) and in the production. of 
artificial textile fibers (the top of the heap). 
Horizontally, some of the expansion has been 
necessitated by competition. For example, it 
has been found, at least, expedient to reach 
accords with the wood distillers’ organization 
and the Frankfurt chemical association in the 
matter of synthetic methanol and with the 
Rombacher gas works in the matter of am-

Beyond the borders of Germany, the big- 
ger dye trust will also make working agree- 
ments and put in operation its plan of con- 
solidation. A move in this direction, with 
respect to the United States, is seen in the 
transfer of dye sales from Grasselli (Bayer 
representative) to the Metz-Hoechst firm. 
Plans for close co-operation, perhaps, amal- 
gamation, with the struggling synthetic or- 
ganic chemical industry of Japan are a part 
of the German program. It is in the. Far 
ffast that German business in dyes has 
dwindled more than elsewhere in markets 
which are still looked upon as not controlled 
domestically. 

The German process of recovering mar- 
kets lost under the stress of wartime con- 
ditions will start with consolidation for bet- 
ter and cheaper raw materials and finished 
products. It will go then, by way of a con- 
solidated selling organization, to the recov- 
ery of the foreign markets in countries 
which have developed no domestic dye in- 
dustry. This will. cut off a very essential 
part of the outlet of the organic chemical 
industries of other nations—and the produc- 
tive capacity of the world is now far in 
excess of its consuming needs—and. weaken 
them in their home markets so that’ these 
in turn may offer possibilities of recapture. 

This is the problem of eventual competi- 
tion which the synthetic organic chemical 
industry of the United States must face, 
It must face it with action rather than slo- 
gan, with mutual trust and understanding 
among its members rather than shibboleths. 
Its members must pare off unnecessary, 
competitive excrescences so that each may 
have the benefit of unimpeded growth of its 
best product. The possibilities for keeping 
out of each other’s way and still keeping 
within the law—there are such possibilities 
—must be studied and made use of. The 
problem will be nine parts industrial econ- 
omy and one part political economy. Its 
solution must be sought in the same ratio.

Gasoline Bargains Are Perturbing 


In most of its divisions, the petroleum 
industry settled down in the matter of price 
naturally and unruffledly as the customary 
weakening of consuming support became 
more and more evident with the passing of 
the active motoring season. But, there was 
a difference in the process of readjustment 
this year. The reducing of prices was dis- 
proportionately rapid and extensive in the 
retailing division. As a result, the average 
retail price of gasoline at the end of August 
was 3.9 percent below the price prevailing 
a year earlier; while the refiner was getting 
11.5 percent more than he got at the same 
time in 1924. 

This condition led, later, to a deal of talk 
and some action with reference to that mys- 
terious factor, “bootleg” gasoline, which in 
recent years has come in for the blame for 
the disruption of the motor fuel market. 
‘There seems to be more reason to blame 
the action of gasoline prices on the variety 
miscalled “bootleg” this season than there 
was in preceding years; because, heretofore, 
it has been the refinery price that has shown 
the greatest signs of weaness. When the 
refinery price first goes so low as to be out 
of line with that in the marketing divisions, 
obviously the ‘condition is conducive to 
lower prices all along the line, and that 
makes for a supply of “bootleg” gasoline. 
When,:as has been the case this year, the 
refinery price stays up while the tankwagon 
and service station prices go down. the alle- 
gations of those-who cry “bootlegging” and 
lay the price smash to the palming off of 
low-grade fuels, take on a greater weight of 
conviction. 

These charges of substitution are’ not 
patently true. It is a fact that at many 
times during every season gasoline of stand- 
ard quality can be sold at a profit, below 
the so-called “standard” prices. The un- 
economic plan by which it is attempted 
(with less and less success) to determine 
the refinery price of gasoline has always 
resulted in “soft spots.” Poorly balanced 
production has increased the frequency and 
the extent of the periods when the market 
sagged far below the figure set by the in- 
ductive method of price-making. The fact 
that in the past two or three seasons it has 
been made possible for the consumer also 
to get some benefit from this condition is 
but the logical development. 

There can, of course, be no condoning of 
any practice of misrepresentation in the mar- 
keting of gasoline. The motorist who is sup- 
plied with fuel through a branded dispensing 
apparatus is morally and legally entitled to get 
the gasoline he believes he is buying. Grade 
makes no difference here; it is a matter of in- 
dividual preference for a given brand. It 
must be said, however, that in their other un- 
economic practice, that of bidding in pumps 
and the like for a dealer’s business, the larger 
gasoline interests have invited the very trouble 
of which they now complain. They should 
know human nature and ‘its frailties. They 
should know that a multiplicity of competi- 
tion for the roadside business in gasoline em- 
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phasizes the dealer’s necessity for watching 
costs to the fraction of a cent. 

It is apparent that the troubles of the petro- 
Jleum industry have become internal since mid- 
summer. ‘There has been a cessation of the 
talk of competition for gasoline in some or an- 
ether synthetic product of coal or gas or water. 
Pretty laboratory experiments are these, and 
possible, no doubt, of some practical develop- 
ment. But, it is not known to those who speak 
so rosily of the possibilities, that the annual 
consumption of gasoline in the United States 
is in the neighborhood of ten billion gallons. 
It will be necessary during most of the time 
that motors shall still be run by fuel to look 
for that to the petroleum industry. 

The promise of the industry as to perman- 
ence is not lessened materially by the follow- 
img record of the crude oil division:

It is regrettable that the reporting of Cali- 
fornia petroleum statistics has been allowed to 
get into the hands of those who do not realize 
the value of comparability. This fact has led

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to more than one error in the official reports, 
and it is blamed by many for the depressing 
effect of California gasoline on the general 
market. There is no good reason why Cali- 
fornia oils should not be reported in the same 
manner as those in the Midcontinent; but there 
seem to be several excuses. With the Pacific 
Coast almost out of the picture, the statistical 
position of the domestic petroleum industry is 
not something to be troubled about—but it 
does deserve some thought. Here is the 
record:

Sakhalin Oil Prospects 
Disappointing to Japanese 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6, 1925. 

Japan is disappointed with Sakhalin 
petroleum prospects, according to in- 
formation obtained here in quarters be- 
lieved to be in touch with the situation. 
Japan can not rely upon Sakhalin for 
o'l to supply her navy needs, it is de- 
clared. Estimates of oil in the ground 
in Sakhalin vary greatly, ranging down 
as low as 500,000 barrels. The oil ter- 
ritory in northern Sakhalin is under Rus- 
sian jurisdiction. 

The other Russian source of 
Baku fields, have a surplus for export 
apparently, but this is not due to large 
production, officials here say. They at- 
tribute the surplus rather to the impaired 
consuming capacity of Russia for oil 
under the governmental and economic 
system that has existed there since the 
war.

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German Dye Firms Are 
Soon to Conclude Merger 


Amalgamation Will Be Passed 


On by Cartel Boards at 
Spring Meetings 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7, 

The merging of German dye companies 
into a single corporation or syndicate 
seems imminent, in the opinion of persons 
here in touch with the world dye industry 
situation. However, the government has 
received no official confirmation that the 
deal is practically consummated. In fact, 
according to information at the Chemical 
Division, Department of Commerce, the 
merger is not likely to occur unless the 
heavy German government corporation 
tax applicable to mergers is either re- 
pealed or suspended for this particular 
case. Information from other reliable 
sources, however, indicates that to a 
large extent the tax may practically be 
evaded by reduction of the capital stock 
involved to 75,000,000 marks. The matter 
of this tax has been holding up the merger 
for some time 

Representatives 
Commerce in Germany are 
tions to report important developments 
in connection with the merging of dye 
and chemical concerns, to the chemical 
division here. So far they have reported 
no such developments. From this, the 
chemical division concludes that many of 
the press reports are merely rumor, al- 
though it is admitted that for a long time 
there has been going on a movement for 
consolidation of German dye firms and 
of other German chemical interests. 

The latest report is that negotiations 
for amalgamation of seven leading Ger- 
man dye concerns have been successfully 
concluded; that the Badische company 
may increase its capital and change its 
name, and that the merger includes the 
Bayer and Berlin Aniline companies. The 
best information is that thiS deal will go 
through in the spring. 


Reflected in United States 


Simultaneously comes the news that the 
General Dyestuffs Corporation, in which 
H. A. Metz is interested, and which some 
time ago took over the dyestuff sales of 
H. A. Metz & Company, will also handle 
the sales of dyes made by Grasselli Dye- 
stuffs Corporation. This is taken here as 
indicative of a similar merging movement 
in the United States. In this connection 
it is recognized generally that Mr. Metz 
is agent for the Hoechst company, a mem- 
ber of the German dye cartel, while the 
Grasselli interests are selling agents here 
for the Bayer Company. The Badische 
company, participating in the reported 
German merger, is represented in the 
United States by Kutruff, Pickhardt & Co. 

Germany, which before the war gave 
every encouragement to the formation and 
operation of cartels in dye, chemical and 
other industries, has been attacking cer- 
tain cartels in recent months principally 
on account of excessive prices charged 
for their products. This movement has 
been headed by a cartel court established 
by official decree late in 1923. This body 
appears to have been especially active of 
late against textile combinations, prices 
of cloth and clothing having been in- 
creased tremendous!y. Besides tending to 
protect the public against excessive prices 
of commodities, the cartel court attempts 
to insure fairness within a cartel as 
among its members, according to depart- 
ment observers here.

The average Ger- 
man industries in other lines, economists 
say, has not increased its capital and 
has paid small dividends at best.

Sop for the Consumer 


The cartel court is regarded as indica- 
tive of political and economic develop- 
ments in Germany. The so-called ‘‘peo- 
ple’s” party, headed by Minister Strese- 
man—it is the party of the industrialists 
—in order to maintain itself has been 
obliged to make concessions to other in- 
terests. Hence agriculture got tariff duties 
on farm products; wage increases may be 
obtained by labor to meet increased costs 
of living—and the consumer gets a sop in 
the form of the cartel court. The German 
government is represented as trying to 
keep industrial combinations under some 
slight restraint because some of them 
were going far beyond the original cartel 
idea. in the matter of the power they 
wielded. These combinations or rorgani- 
zations, on the other hand, are regarded 
as a necessity enforced by unfortunate 
financial and economic conditions con- 
fronting German industrial interests, One 
of the latest of these reorganization- 
combinations, in steel, is going ahead 
without the Krupps, according to good 
information received here. 

One reason for the cartel court move- 
ment is found in Germany's. need for a 
better foreign trade balance, and Germany 
knows that too high prices. tend to de- 
crease exports. By the same token, on 
the other hand, Germany will support any 
agreement or combination, national or 
international, if it means more exports 
and a favorable balance in foreign trade, 
which is necessary if reparations are to 
be paid. But these combinations must 
not charge too high prices; else, beware 
the cartel court.

At the meeting of the board Mr. Ellis 
submitted a report from the committee, 
ineluding the restrictions it .believed 
would be proper on resale price main- 
tenance, -and urged approval of these 
restrictions. This was opposed by other 
members, however, who succeeded in 
obtaining. favorable action. by the board 
on their proposal that the question of 
what should constitute proper restrictions 
should be submitted to a referendum. 
The board then decided that since there 
was to be another referendum. on the 
subject, -it should be- broad. enough. to 
cover the main question of whether re- 
sale price maintenance should be au- 
thorized, well under what con- 
ditions.

struction— Building Activities Still Expanding 


—Steady Tone 


undertone featured the 
market for paint and varnish mate- 
rials last week, with an upward ten- 
dency still in evidence in some quar- 
ters of the market. 

The largest September building rec- 
ord and the second largest month on 
record, is the F. W. Dodge Corpora- 
tion’s report for construction work 
started last month. Building and en- 
gineering contracts awarded in the 36 
Eastern States (which include about 
% of the total construction volume of 
the country) amounted to $548,216,700. 
This was only 7 percent under the 
high record figure of August, and it 
represented a 59 percent increase over 
September of last year. A _ seasonal 
decline of about 7 percent is custom- 
ary in September. 

The month’s record included the 
following important items:—$250,417,- 
000, or 46 percent of all construction,

of building and engineering contracts 
awarded from January 1st up to $367,- 
221,100. This is to be compared with 
$352,195,100 for all of last year, a 4 per- 
cent increase; and with $267,915,600 
for the first nine months of last year, 
a 37 percent increase. September's 
contract total was $47,636,800, a 3 per- 
cent decrease from August and a 57 
percent increase over September, 1924. 
The month’s record included:—$18,- 
196,900, or 38 percent of all construc- 
tion, for residential buildings; $7,593,- 
600, or 16 percent, for industrial build- 
ings; $7,584,500 or 16 percent, for com- 
mercial buildings; $5,295,000, or 11 per- 
cent, for educational buildings: and 
$2,884,000, or 6 percent, for public 
works and _ utilities.

Invariably supplies have been coming 
forward from the gumfields in advance 
of the overseas demand, with the result 
that prices have proved anything but re- 
mumerative to all concerned in the in- 
dustry in New Zealand F Weak 
holders of good quantities, and diggers 
in need of cash sending gum to town 
for immediate sale we “best possible” 
prices, have been very much in evidence, 
and have prevented anything in the way 
of firm markt prices; country store- 
keepers and dealers have therefore been 
in a very difficult position, and have had 
to operate with great caution, and leave 
little to chance. . . Apart from the 
over-production of kauri and the appar- 
ent refusal of New Zealand holders of 
large quantities to write down stocks to 
meet the oversea ideas as to prices. the 
chief reasons for the continued slump 
have been the gradual rise in the dollar 
exchange and the introduction of 6 new 
lacquer which it is thought likely will 
partly or even wholly displace copal var- 
nishes in the motor-car industiyv. The 
rise in exchange has inade kati dearer 
to the American user, the prineipal and 
real competitor in these days.

Demand from 
domestic consumers lacked snap but 
there were indications that foreign 
buyers were manifesting more interest 
in American markets and offerings 
were generally light. The drift of tur- 
pentine prices in London and Liver- 
pool was also upward at times. 

teceipts of turpentine in primary 
markets in the South showed a tend- 
ency to diminish and there is an im- 
pression in some quarters that this 
tendency will become more pronounced 
in the not distant future. Weather 
conditions in parts of the South in 
recent weeks have been unfavorable 
for operations and stocks in the in- 
terior, according to some students of 
the situation, are considerably smaller 
than at this time last year. Shortage 
of labor is also said to have hampered 
production in some sections 

The statistical position of turpentine 
did not show much change last week. 
The outward movement from Jackson- 
ville increased but shipments from 
avannah continued light. Stocks at 
ivannah, Jacksonville and Pensacola 
at the opening of the current month 
were approximately 48,000 barrels or 
about 2,300 barrels smaller than at 
the same time last year. Receipts in 
those markets for six months of the 
season ended with September were 
about 208,000 barrels against 212,000 
in the same time last season, 211,000 
in the corresponding period two years 
ago and 171,000 in 1922. 

A steady movement of turpentine 
into consuming channels at home and 
abroad continues to be noted despite 
the quietness of new business of late. 
The use of turpentine in foreign coun- 
tries has apparently not been affected 
by the recent advance in prices and 
the same seems to be true of domestic 
consumption. 

In the chief turpentine consuming 
industry there is a noticeable tendency 
to take an optimistic view of the out- 
look for business during the remainder 
of this year and the first half of 1926. 
Painting and repainting are still being 
actively pushed in many parts of the 
country. 

Building operations have not shown 
the slowing down that some had ex- 
pected with the approach of winter. 
Contracts for new construction placed 
during the past month were the 
largest on record for September in 
some parts of the country and the 
indications point to a liberal con- 
sumption of turpentine in the painting 
of new structures for many weeks to 
come. 

The downward trend of rosin prices 
in domestic markets found no reflec- 
tion in foreign centers, London and 
Liverpool displaying firmness through- 
out the week. Consumption abroad 
apparently holds up well at the high 
prices prevailing and prospects for 
export business during the second 
half of the naval stores seasons are 
regarded by many as excellent as the 
belief that stocks in the hands 
of users of rosin in important foreign 
consuming industries are small, 

Stocks of rosin in Southern markets 
showed a The movement 
from the interior to the seaboard was 
larger but there was an increase in 
shipments from primary centers, 
clearances from Savannah being heavy 
early in the week. 

Supplies in the three principal mar- 
kets in the South at the opening of 
October were about $8,000 barrels 
smaller than a year ago although re- 
ceipts in markets from the he- 
ginning of the season to the 
September were about 12,000 barrels 
irger than in the corresponding period 
last season,

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Government Flaxseed Crop Estimate Raised to 
23,200,000 Bushels—Domestic and Foreign 
Prices Irregular—Oil Trade Quiet

Speculative operations in 
markets for _ flaxseed 
active last week. Prices showed ir- 
regularity, the trend being upward 
much of the time, however, on buying 
for both sides of the account based 
largely, according to reports current 
in trade circles, to less favorable crop 
news from Canada and a fear that the 
government report on the domestic 
crop for October might also make 
unfavorable showing. 

The latter report was received 
Friday. It put the indicated crop 
of October 1 at 23,200,000 bushels, an 
increase of 200,000 bushels over the 
September 1 estimate. The produc- 
tion last year was 30,200,000 bushels. 
The condition of the crop October 1 
was 71.1 percent against 69.7 a month 
ago and 83.8 a year ago. 

An estimate of the Canadian flax- 
seed crop was issued during the week 
by the Northwestern Grain Dealers’ 
Association. The figures were 6,395,- 
000 bushels. This compared with a 
Canadian government estimate issued 
earlier in the season of more than 
9,000,000 bushels. Country operators 
were buyers of flaxseed futures in the 
Duluth and flaxseed markets last 
week, according to advices from those 
centers.. The demand for cash seed 
from crushers was generally quiet. 
The movement of seed to terminal 
markets was rather liberal. 

The Buenos Aires market was irreg- 
ular, closing at a small net advance 
for the week. Exports from Argentina 
to the United States during the week 
were smaller at 244,000 bushels. This 
made a total since January 1 of 
8,576,000 bushels against 14,401,000 
bushels in the same time last year. Ex- 
ports to all destinations since Jan. 1 
were 31,144,000 bushels against 49,- 
653,000 bushels in the same time last 
vear. There was a decrease of 400,000 
bushels in Argentina port stocks leav- 
ing a total of 3,600,000 bushels against 
2,600,000 bushels a year ago. Exports 
from India to the United Kingdom 
and the Continent during the week 
ended October 8 were 288,000 bushels, 
making a total since April 1 of 9,263,- 
000 bushels against 8,196,000 bushels 
in the same time last season. 

Linseed oil was easy at the opening 
of the week, but the market advanced 
slightly later on. Trade was quiet. 
Linseed cake and meal were easier 
with demand light. 

Developments which may have oc- 
curred in the market Saturday, up to 
noon, are reported on page 2.

DULUTH, Minn., Oct. 9, 19235. 

With Eastern crushers refusing flax- 
seed from here because they can get 
seed much cheaper from Argentina, 
and with the elevators here packed to 
the limit, the market has been con- 
tinually advancing for a week. One 
trader offered 120,000 bushels of flax- 
seed to five different crushers, one as 
far west as Chicago, and agreed to de- 
liver at 4 cents below December price; 
but each crusher turned it down. 

In the meantime the market is 
strong. The only explanation is that 
the country is buying. It is known that 
there is a good deal of buying among 
the farmers, but it was not believed 
that it was strong enough to affect 
the market to the point it is affected.

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Decline in Refined Oil Futures—Official Crop 
Estimate Raised Sharply—Lard and Compound 
Lower—Southern Markets Weaker 


A weak tone 
market for 


prevailed in the local 
refined cottonseed oil fu- 
tures last week. Prices again de- 
clined, the principal depressing influ- 
ence being a bearish report from the 
government on the cotton crop. More 
than 800,000 bales were added to the 
estimated crop. The speculation was 
more active, many traders being dis- 
posed to liquidate or sell short. In 
Southern markets business in cotton- 
seed and products was quiet with the 
tone generally easy. 

The total transactions in refined oil 
futures on the New York Produce 
Exchange for five business days of the 
week were 90,800 barrels. This com- 
pared with sales of 41,300 barrels for 
five days of the previous week and 
with 71,700 barrels two weeks ago. 
Closing quotations on Friday showed 
a decline of about 75 cents to $1.25 per 
barrel on the more active months. 

Cotton futures were weak, with the 
trading active and at times excited. 
October closed on Friday at 21.83c., 
December 21.75c. and January 21.04c., 
showing a decline of about $5.50 to 
$6.50 per bale as compared with the 
final quotations of the previous 
Friday.

Southern quotations for cottonseed, 
cake and meal did not change much 
last week but the tone of the market 
in some sections appeared to be rather 
easy. This was attributed to recent 
developments in the local market for 
cottonseed oil, the increase in the gov- 
ernment cotton crop estimate and the 
decline in the price of cotton. Offer- 
ings in most parts of the south, how- 
ever, appeared to be light. 

In the Valley quotations on seed 
ranged from $35 to $38 per ton and in 
the southwest from $34 to $38 per ton. 
In the southeast 7 percent meal was 
quoted at $34 to $35 per ton, the fig- 
ures being nominal. In the valley 8 
percent cake was $35 per ton and 8 
percent meal $39 per ton. In the south- 
west 43 percent cake and meal was 
$36 per ton.

Trading in the local 
‘fined cottonseed oil futures was more 
active last week but this increased 
activity was at the expense of values, 
the general drift of prices being down- 
ward, although there was more or less 
irregularity at times. The principal 
depressing factor was the _ semi- 
monthly cotton crop report from the 
government, the estimated production 
being much larger than had been ex- 
pected and showing a marked increase 
in comparison with the preceding re- 
port. 

Other bearish influences were weax- 
ness in southern markets for crude 
oil, drop in lard futures in the west

grain prices was not without 
some effect on sentiment in cotton- 
seed oil circles and the same was 
true of a recession in tallow in this 
country and abroad. 

The government semi-monthly cot- 
ton crop report was published on 
Thursday. It put the indicated yield 
as of October 1 at 14,759,000 bales. In 
the previous report the indicated crop 
was 13,951,000 bales, while the Sep- 
tember 1 figures were 13,700,000 bales. 
The production last season was 13,- 
627,936 bales. Two years ago the 
yield was 10,139,000 bales and three 
years ago 9,762,000 hales. 

The ginning figures, also published 
last Thursday, made a decidedly bear- 
ish exhibit, too, all previous records 
being exceeded. The quantity of cot- 
ton ginned to October 1 was 7,101,710 
bales. This compared with only 4,- 
527,668 bales to Octcber 1 last year. 
Two years ago the ginning to Septem- 
ber 25 was 3,215,394 bales, while three 
years ago the ginning up to the same 
date was 3,866,396 bales. 

In the local market for cotton fu- 
tures the publication of the govern- 
ment crop estimate was followed by 
heavy general selling and a break in 
prices of more than $8 per bale. South- 
ern markets for crude cottonseed oil 
were quiet with offerings at lower 
prices. Lard futures in the west dis- 
played not a little weakness at times, 
traders being inclined to sell on bear- 
ish developments in the markets for 
other commodities. Live hog receipts 
at some points were comparatively 
liberal with prices easier. Sales of 
tallow were reported at a decline. 

At the weekly auction of tallow in 
London the market was easier. Sales 
there amounted to only 120 casks out 
of total offerings of 940 casks. A de- 
cline occurred in American lard in Liv- 
erpool. The foreign demand for lard 
and cottonseed oil failed to show any 
improvement. Exports of lard from 
this port continued relatively small 
and the shipments for the year thus 
far show a decided falling off as com- 
pared with the same time last season. 

The weekly government weather and 
crop report was regarded as rather 
favorable on the whole. It stated that 
there was considerable rainfall in the 
central and extreme southwestern por- 
tions of the cotton belt, which delayed 
picking and caused some lowering of 
the grade, but otherwise conditions 
were favorable for harvesting, and this 
work made satisfactory advance. 

In Texas conditions in general were 
unchanged. The crop made poor prog- 
ress because of worm and insect activ- 
ity, although these are less active. In 
Oklahoma progress of the crop was 
generally fair, although there was some 
damage to open cotten; picking was 
delayed in the eastern portions of the 
State. Harvesting was retarded in 
Arkansas by rains, and sprouting of 
seeds was reported in many localities. 

Picking and ginning made rather 
slow progress in Louisiana, Mississippi 
and Tennessee, but the general outlook 
is without material change. In other 
States of the belt weather conditions 
were generally favorable for field work, 
and harvest advanced _ satisfactorily, 
with picking practically completed in 
Georgia and well advanced in South 
Carolina. 

Local traders and commission houses 
sold near and distant positions. Some 
of this selling was on stop orders. 
There was also selling for the decline, 
bearish sentiment being strengthened 
by the government cotton reports. Re- 
finers were credited with sales of the 
winter months. Buying was apparently 
mainly to cover shorts. 

Some of the news of the week was of 
a bullish character, and upturns oc- 
curred in prices at times. Occasional 
rallies took place in lard and cotton 
futures. There was an expectation in 
some quarters early in the week that 
the semi-monthly government cotton 
crop report would make an unfavorable 
showing as compared with the previous 
report, in view of the bullish character 
of not a few of the accounts received 
from private sources in the cotton belt 
recently.

Shutting-in of production in Cali- 
fornia has been responsible for the de- 
creasing production in that section, one 
company alone having shut in 40 wells 
in the Torrance field within the 
fortnight, according to news reports, ac- 
counting for a drop of 2,500 barrels daily 
in output of that field alone Un- 
official reports were to the effect that 
shut-in production in California now 
amounts to about 60,000 barrels daily, 
of which 19,000 barrels have 
in since September 1, including 8,000 
barrels at Elk Hills, 5,800 barrels at 
Kern River, 3.000 barrels at Coalinga 
ind 2,500 barrels at Torrance.

The 
larger marketers, however, assert that 
their fight is against the use low 
gravity gasoline, mixed with kerosene 
in some instances, and sold from the 
pumps bearing the trade mark and 
name of the large marketers of ad- 
vertised brands of gasoline. 

Selling pressure on gasoline at Mid- 
continent refineries was more. pro- 
nounced last week, and fractional price 
declines were made on practically all 
grades. The seasonal slump in gaso- 
line, it was reported, had caught some 
of the refiners with large stocks on 
hand, and efforts were being made to 
liquidate these holdings. The stronger 
market for kerosene has placed the re- 
finers in position where they could 
name lower prices for their gasoline 
surplus and still break even, 

Kerosene buying continued 
both for export and for domestic 
tribution. Although the tractor 
mand in agricultural sections of the 
country had slackened somewhat, the 
cooler weather had resulted in a sharp 
increase in consumption of burning oil 
in home heaters. Expert buying con- 
tinued a feature of the market, with 
prices strongly maintained.

Although sentiment 
in the Midcontinent for the past 
eral weeks has indicated that a 
duction in posted prices was in 
pect, the decline has not yet material- 
ized.

The Minatitlan refinery of Mexican 
Eagle, the second oldest in Mexico, has 
been result of a strike of 
workers, company officials are 
quoted as stating that it will remain 
shut down for an indefinite period 
even though the workers decide 
return. Oil production on the Isthmus 
of Tehauntepec amounts to only about 
33,000 barrels monthly, and it has been 
necessary to ship 100,000 barrels 
monthly from Tampico and Tuxpam to 
keep the Minatitlan refinery operating. 

Considerable interest Was aroused 
in trade circles last week by a report 
of the bringing in of Chapacao No.

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Steady Market Prevailed, with Trading Quiet—High 
Prices Curtail Nitrate Buying—Spot 
Sulphate in Short Supply 


There was no definite trend to the 
fertilizer materials market in last 
week’s trading, although a steady to 
firm undertone was much in evidence 
on practically the entire line. Price 
changes were few and of negligible 
importance. 

Prices for the various materials have 
strengthened materially since the start 
of the season, and quotations on a few 
of the materials have now reached a 
point where considerable sales resist- 
ance is beginning to be encountered. 
Demand for nitrate of soda has slack- 
ened off during the past several days, 
and buyers in some instances have 
sought to substitute sulphate of am- 
monia for this material. The shortage 
of domestic sulphate, however, and 
the high price prevailing on that com- 
modity has tended to hold down such 
substitution. The situation prevailing 
locally in soda nitrate was reported 
to be paralleled in other markets as 
well, with small lot orders the rule. 
Importers were reported to have 
shaded their prices somewhat during 
the preceding week to obtain the order 
of the Alabama Farm Bureau. 

A development of considerable in- 
terest was the report in financial cir- 
cles that the latest entry in the ni- 
trate field in Chile, an organization 
having large copper interests in that 
country, was preparing to float a bond 
issue of $18,000,000 to finance the 
operations of its nitrate organization, 
which is expected to start production 
next year. The company in question 
some time ago took over a large Brit- 
ish nitrate organization in Chile, as 
well as a railroad line running from 
the nitrate fields to the port of Toco- 
pilla. The plant which the company 
is establishing in Chile will have a 
capacity of 350,000 tons of nitrate of 
soda annually. According to reports 
in the trade, the new company has 
patented an improved process for ni- 
trate extraction which cuts the pro- 
duction costs by about 50 percent. The 
importance of this process is evident 
when the increasing competition fur- 
nished by synthetic nitrogen is taken 
into consideration. 

Domestic producers of sulphate of 
ammonia continued well sold up, and 
buyers in some instances were finding 
it difficult to place their orders, when 
sulphate for later delivery was wanted. 
Expected production up to the close 
of the year has been pretty well con- 
tracted for, and makers in most in- 
stances preferred to limit their sales 
to spot sulphate. The shortage of do- 
mestic material has been reflected in 
a sharp falling-off in export business, 
the producers turning down export 
orders to conserve their stocks for the 
domestic trade. England was reported 
to be getting a better export demand 
for sulphate, reflecting the falling ex- 
ports of this country. Japan in par- 
ticular has been mentioned as a heav- 
ier buyer of the British product. Ger- 
man synthetic sulphate of ammonia 
has again sold in large quantities in 
the South this season, the recent ad- 
vance in quotations for the domestic 
product resulting in a heavy demand 
for the German material. 

Scarcity of tankage continued a 
feature of the New York market, but 
a drop in demand has accompanied 
this shortage, and the market showed 
little alteration during the week. Buy- 
ers were not inclined to pay current 
asking prices of Chicago holders, and 
with the latter standing firm the situa- 
tion resolved itself into a deadlock.

NITRATE OF SODA.—Importers 
were showing firmer views on spot 
nitrate during the week, and the out- 


side quotation strengthened a little, 
this price applying on small lot orders. 
Buyers, however, were not keen to 
take on nitrate in a large way at cur- 
rent quotations, and the volume of 
business for the week was rather 
small. Some buyers were expressing 
a determination to use other ammo- 
niates in place of soda nitrate in the 
event that present prices continue, ac- 
cording to gossip in trade circles. Quo-

LONDON, Oct. 5.—More strength is 
Seen in Chilean nitrate, and buying has 
been accelerated somewhat during the 
past fortnight. Demand for spring deliv- 
ery has been keeping the market quite 
busy for the past week. Heavier ship- 
ments from Chile are reported. Produc- 
tion during the first two months of the 
current nitrate year increased from 398,- 
000 tons last year to 433,000 tons this year. 
Notwithstanding this increase, stocks on 
the Chilean coast on August 31 were 841,- 
000 tons, as compared with 991,000 tons at 
the same time last year. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—The 
market remained closely sold up, and 
a steady to strong undertone pre- 
vailed on both the domestic and the 
imported synthetic material. Buyers 
were in the market for sulphate for 
prompt shipment, and prices were 
tirmly maintained. Domestic producers 
were still disinclined to book forward 
business, and were likewise indifferent 
to bids on export sulphate in most 
instances. Sales of the German syn- 
thetic material in the South have at- 
tained large proportions, and demand 
was holding up last week. Quotations 
follow:—Delivered Southern markets, 
bulk, $2.99 to $3 per 100 pounds; deliv- 
ered Northern markets, $3 per 100 
pounds in bulk; export in double bags, 
$2.85 nominal, f.a.s. New York. Im- 
ported synthetic sulphate of ammonia 
was quoted as follows:—Bulk, mini- 
mum 500 tons, $2.85 to $2.90 per 100 
pounds; single bags, $2.95 to $3 per 
100 pounds, landed Atlantic ports. 

LONDON, Oct. 5.—A moderate move- 
ment in ammonia sulphate for home con- 
sumption prevails, the market being held 
at £12 9s. per ton for neutral quality, 
21.1 percent nitrogen, in lots of 4 tons or 
more, delivered to buyer’s nearest station. 
The November quotation is £12 11s. per 
ton. Export trade is on the increase, par- 
ticularly with Japan. The market is 
higher at £12 12s.

FISH SCRAP.—Business was booked 
during the week on dried scrap at the 
factory on the basis of $4.50 and 10c.

Strychnine Reduced—C. 


P. Glycerin Rises on 


Larger Demand—Menthol Lower and 
Easier—Cantharides Cut 


Price trend in the drug and fine 
chemical market last week was down- 
ward in the main. While but one of 
the major materials changed its price 
position, a number of less prominent 
materials were reduced and to a small 
extent offset the steadiness that pre- 
vailed in the majority of articles hav- 
ing position of prime importance in 
the market. Buying was_ reported 
active and well maintained at about 
the same volume as recently had pre- 
vailed. Undertones were mostly steady 
with a degree of firmness attaching to 
most materials. 

The leading price reduction during 
the week came in strychnine salts. 
Both major and minor salts were 
placed at lower positions. The move- 
ment came as a slight surprise to 
many who had figured that the elimi- 
nation of dumping by foreign coun- 
tries could be counted on to relieve 
the market of its downward tendency. 
The accomplished fact developed last 
week set aside the more optimistic 
views that some had previously held 

Menthol was reduced further and 
throughout the entire week competi- 
tion was a prominent feature that 
went along with a somewhat con- 
servative attitude held by many con- 
sumers. Weakness in codliver oil 
was noted but perhaps the lowering 
of prices here and abroad was too 
readily accepted as proof that the Nor- 
wegian market advance of the recent 
past had been overdone. The decline 
was due to curtailed demand and a 
drop in Norwegian exchange. Toward 
the close of the week, however, some 
improvement was noted in exchange. 

Cantharides were unsettled. Offer- 
ings of adequate quantities of Russian 
flies at more favorable prices had a 
weakening influence on the entire sit- 
uation and toward the end of the 
period the tendency was downwara, 
following declines named earlier. Thy- 
mol was offered more liberally and 
prices were shaded slightly. Venice 
turpentine also was noted at moder- 
ate reduction but the position of the 
article abroad remained at unabated 
strength.

METHANOL.—Interest in purified 
methanol was said to be fairly satis- 
factory and owing to the absence of 
synthetic materials are to complete 
contract engagements, the domestic 
article enjoyed a fairly active con- 
suming demand during the past week.

Iron and sodium moved in fair quan- 
tities to the consuming trade. The 
group as a whole was competitive, and 
hence prices were subject to negotia- 
tion.

Absence 
of demand exceeding jobbing volume— 
in the majority of transactions—served 
to keep values rather soft and subject 
to shading on firm business for quanti- 
ties in excess of the average-sized 
order received last week. London prices 
were noted higher at £13 10s. per flask. 
QUININE.—Inquiry from the larger 
manufacturing consumers showed gain. 
It was purely of seasonable character 
and was based on probable require- 
ments in the early weeks of the winter. 
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Though the market is more competi- 
tive than it was a short time back, 
prices named by the largest interests 
were without change, at 50c. per ounce 
for sulphate. Of course, in some in- 
stances, this was merely a basic fig- 
ure—especially where large quantities 
were being considered. Bisulphate was 
noted at 45c. per ounce with all first- 
hands. 

SANTONIN.—Remarkably steady 
prices have prevailed for many months 
past. The price for replacement set 
by the Soviet government has not been 
changed for a long time. Sellers on the 
spot report a slackening demand at the 
moment, but have been well satisfied 
with the movement during the past six 
months. Quotations were noted at $155 
to $160 per pound.

SEIDLITZ MIXTURE, — Competi- 
tion has kept well out of this material; 
for a long time past prices named by 
the domestic producers have prevailed 
without opposition. Inquiry last week 
was somewhat better. Demands from 
the Middle West were improved and 
the interest shown on spot was also 
more active.

Arsphenamine Import Rules 
Promulgated by the Treasury 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 5, 1925. 

The Treasury Department has just is- 
sued regulations governing the importation 
of arsphenamine, neoarsphenamine and 
other drugs of the arsphenamine group. 
These drugs and related products will be 
admitted to entry only after complying 
with the following restrictions, which ap- 
ply to shipments seized for violation of 
law as well as legal importations ‘:-— 

The product must have been 
establishment holding a Treasury 
license for its manufacture and 
into the United States. 

Not less than 10 ampules from each manu- 
facturer’s batch must be submitted to the 
hygienic laboratory of the United States Public 
Health Service, this city. (Note that several 
batches or lot numbers may be embraced in 
a single consignment.)

Products seized for violation of law and 
which fail to meet the above requirements 
shall not be sold at auction but shall be for- 
warded to the hygienic laboratory for use in 
scientific investigations.

Lobelia Crop Close to 


Failure — Prickly Ash 


Berries Cannot Be Replaced—Red 
Rose Leaves Higher 


Price trend in the botanical market 
last week was downward in the main. 
Whereas important and spectacular 
advances were recorded, declines were 
more numerous and were principally 
caused by the availability of new crop 
stocks acquired at lower prices. De- 
mand continued to display an expan- 
sive trend; consumers of medicinal 
botanicals were still active in cover- 
ing requirements for the present and 
nearby future. Undertones were gen- 
erally steady with many materials dis- 
playing real strength. 

Of considerable importance was the 
report of Southern conditions brought 
North by a New York dealer after 
several weeks devoted to studying at 
first hand the situation prevailing at 
the source of supply for domestic crude 
drugs. 

The burden of this report was that 
consumers would do well to watch 
rather closely those botanicals grow- 
ing above ground—leaves and herbs, 
specifically. Many in the trade—both 
buyers and sellers—seem not to be 
aware of the extent to which herbs and 
leaves suffered by the severe drought 
that came at the critical time through- 
out the Southern states. All agricul- 
tural crops suffered. Growing plants 
were burned to the ground under the 
extended hot spell. Breaking of the 
drought afforded little relief; it came 
too late to save many materials. 

Lobelia may serve as an outstanding 
example of the above situation; un- 
questionably there are others but they 
are in less serious plight because of 
stocks carried over from the previous 
year. Little lobelia was collected this 
year and much of it was of poor qual- 
ity; the carryover is nil. Little wonder 
that the trade as a whole is extremely 
bullish on future prices for the article. 

Important developments in New 
York last week included a very severe 
rise in spot marjoram. An exception- 
ally meagre supply attempted to fill 
expanding request with the natural re- 
sult coming promptly. As replacement 
costs are either very high or entirely 
nominal—depending solely on shipper. 
Prickly ash berries occupied spectacu- 
lar position. Finding it impossible to 
replace the article at the source of 
supply, local dealers surveyed spot 
stocks and found them extremely small 
and strongly concentrated. Result: 
prices were placed so high as to act 
as a brake on any expansion of de- 
mand. Red rose leaves were also 
among the materials showing radical 
price advance. The entire crop this 
year in France is reported shipped. 
Nothing more being available, reap- 
praisal of spot supplies has been 
made and hence quotations at the end 
of the week were at record high posi- 
tion for the past several years. A 
final member of this exceptionally ac- 
tive group of advancing materials was 
powdered sabadilla. All offerings of 
whole seed have been withdrawn and 
spot prices for powder raised very 
sharply and confirmed in actual sales.

Though the reductions were in the 
majority, the degree to which prices 
moved in buyers’ favor was much more 
conservative. Few surprises were 
noted, the progress of values coming 
mostly in articles that had previously 
shown a disposition to lower 
levels. 

Roots were especially to the fore in 
the matter of reductions. Belladonna, 
blueflag, bleached calamus, echinacea, 
and helonias were all reduced. The 
closest to a surprise situation was that 
in helonias. The largest spot seller 
quoted at sharply lower figures. Co- 
incident with that, others tried the ef- 
fect of an advance. The situation 
seemed to be somewhat beclouded by 
differences in opinion and the tendency 
of one factor to take a “view” on the 
future of the root. 

Saw palmetto berries were reduced 
rather sharply but in view of the fact 
that new crop is pending and few wish 
to carry into the new season any con- 
siderable quantity of berries, the re- 
duction seemed in order. Select sas- 
safras moved still further in consum- 
ers’ favor and seemed to be under in- 
fluence of a more than fair accumula- 
tion of new crop bark, White pine 
was reported overstocked in the pri- 
mary market. Wildcherry was in 
similar position; heavy carryover from 
last winter resulted in very little bark 
being peeled this year. Anise seed 
from Spain turned easier and was un-

Alcohol Medicating Formulas 


Are Cut from Six to Four 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 5, 1925. 

_Attention of wholesale and retail druge 
gists and pharmacists is directed to the 
fact that there are now only four for- 
mulas for medicating alcohol under regu- 
lations 60 instead of six formulas, as in 
the previous regulations. This appears 
in instructions issued by the Bureau of 
Internal Revenue today to prohibition 
administrators. Standards for alcoholic 
preparations after regulations 60 and 61

Oils prominent during recent weeks 
either kept their strength or extended 
former idvances, remaining strong 
throughout the period and _ tending 
toward further increases in values. 

Peppermint and spearmint once 
more led the price advances. Con- 
tinued rise in asking prices named in 
the West could do nothing than 
force local quotations upward. Though 
buying was not heavy, sellers at all 
points wera not inclined to accept 
bids; also, buyers were strongly in- 
clined to bid for oil when interested. 
Between the two views, prices were 
worked higher. 

Though strength in peppermint 
spearmint predominated that in 
and nutmeg was only relatively 
importance, Distillers advanced 
latter two sharply and laid the 
rise at the door of the prices now 
being paid for raw materials. Dealers 
were active in replacing depleted sup- 
plies at the higher rates. 

A feature of the strong side of the 

market was found in the steadily 
improving position of al! domestic oils 
—excepting wormseed, and declines in 
that article may prove to be tem- 
porary. Concentration of new crop 
stocks of tansy, pennyroyal, erigeron, 
and wormseed is reported from the 
primary sources of supply. With con- 
centration comes higher prices and 
throughout the past week the tendency 
was upward in all of the oils specified. 
Tansy was placed at a higher limit 
as also was erigeron. 
_ As concerns price movements in 
favor of buyers, bergamot was lower 
on slight reaction in replacement 
costs. Other citrous oi!s were un- 
changed. News concerning the forth- 
coming crop of lemon tinged the mar- 
ket with decidedly bullish tendency 
in prices, due to a sharp reduction in 
new crop estimates. Spot prices were 
unchanged on lemon and orange. 

Bois de rose and linaloe were again 
subject of severe competition and de- 
clines were extended. Though some 
held that geranium oils are probably 
close to the bottom of the declining 
movement that started when produc- 
tion was found to be exceptionally 
large, Turkish oil was quoted closer; 
so was palmarosa also. Caraway ap- 
peared to be very weak, owing to the 
chaotic situation in raw material 
abroad, Prices for coriander were 
again reduced, once more pointing out 
the recent weakness in raw material.

CITRONELLA.—More than sufficient 
stocks of Ceylon oil on spot has failed 
to send prices any lower, though the 
situation still is rather easy and hold- 
ers tend toward competition in the 
event of larger requirements reaching 
here. Sellers named 49c. to 50c. per 
pound for oil in drums. 

CLOVE.—Though spot 
slightly cheaper, the primary 
supply failed to undergo any market 
shift in favor of buyers for import. Oil 
on spot was strong in undertone and 
demand supported the basic position. 
Quotations ruled at $1.90 to $1.95 per 
pound. 

CORIANDER. — Weakness in seed 
has been an outstanding feature of the 
market for some time past. It is but 
natural that lower production costs 
should continue to be reflected in oil 
prices. Values during the past week 
were reduced to the basis of $9.25 to 
$9.50 per pound and sales were light. 

ERIGERON.—A slight advance was 
noted; the article is under very strong 
control in the West and local dealers 
seem to favor a similar position for 
local supplies. Quotations prevailed at 
$4.75 to $5 per pound and stocks avail- 
able were conservative. 

GERANIUM.—Advices from Europe 
and Africa suggest that weakness at 
primary points has probably run its 
course. Though production was large, 
a fair part of the surplus has been ac- 
counted for by larger demand at re- 
duced prices. Hence, some begin now 
to look for improvement. Quotations 
were as follows:—Bourbon, $3.90 to 
$4.25; Turkish, $3.90 to $4. 

GINGER. — Competition has 
brought prices down. Selling under 
marked pressure, holders here forced 
values down to $10 to $10.50 per pound, 
and at the close of the period quota- 
tions were not well supported, nor did 
the end seem to be in sight. 

LEMON.—New production is pre- 
dicted to run under that of last year. 
Various estimates have been received 
and all information agrees that sup- 
plies will be reduced in Italy in the next 
crop year; the variance in estimates is 
rather small. Conservative estimates 
suggest a production about one-fifth 
less than a normal production. As high 
as 30 percent is mentioned and as low 
as 15 percent has been suggested. 
Somewhere between the extremes is 
likely to be the actual reduction in pro- 
duction. Prices on spot were un- 
changed but quite steady last week at 
$1.90 to $2.50 per pound. 

LINALOE.—Severity 
is enhanced by the ebility to replace 
the article at favorable prices; at 
least, oi] due was bought at limits per- 
mitting shading.

Contract withdrawals 
in alkalies have been extremely good; 
very large quantities of both light and 
dense soda ash and caustic have been 
consumed. The leading manufacturers 
of these commodities were well 
ahead until the end of the year. 
a great deal of contract business for 
1926 has been consummated in the 
ilkkalies as yet; the manufacturers 
have not made any definite announce- 
ments on prices, but the fact that 
some small business has already been 
accepted at prices which have pre- 
vailed this year induced belief that 
there would be little if any change 
in the schedule for next year. Bleach- 
ing powder has been moving well, but 
prices were not such as to induce 
much contract business at the moment. 

Competition in anhydrous ammonia 
has resulted in sharply lower prices 
for next year’s business. Contracts 
were being offered at extremely low 
prices, nearly have what had _ been 
this year. The market was not at 
all settled at the lower prices, and 
the unsettlement was extended over 
aqua ammonia as well, although sell- 
ers as a rule still quoted the former 
schedule. Imported barium products 
have weakened appreciable due to the 
dullness. The lack of demand in this 
section has been fatal to maintaining 
prices. 

A broader demand was noted for 
carbonates of potash and firmer prices 
have been established again on this 
section. Caustic has not been in s9 
much demand. 

Firmer prices have been established 
on fluoride of soda following more in- 
quiries. An unusually heavy con- 
sumption of sulphur was reported, and 
the American quota from Sicily for 
this year has already been all used 
up.

Sellers were impatient to 
move goods and this has resulted in 
prices that were extremely low. There 
was no real market, and prices de- 
pended = on conditions surrounding 
sales. Cheap offerings of ortho-tolui- 
dine through second hands failed to 
affect the price of the manufacturers 
and these interests maintained the 
former schedule and _ reported ship- 
ments in the usual volume. 

Demand for crudes has shown no 
signs of falling off. All of them were 
in extremely good request and stocks 
were not large in any quarter. The 
prices were quite firm in tone.

Production has been somewhat in- 
creased of late and there were larger 
supplies being offered in the market 
than formerly. The demand, however, 
has absorbed the bulk of production, 
so that only rarely has there been any 
quantity available from the dealers.

Lack of Demand Weakens Sicilian Sumac Shipments 
—Bichromate Manufacturers Confirming 
Contracts—Antimony Salt Up 


There were few changes in the prices 
in the market for dyestuffs and tan- 
stuffs last week, ind the general 
trend of the market was little differ- 
ent from that of the previous week. 
Trading has been slong rather less 
active lines than had been expected by 
the traders, particularly in the tan- 
stuffs. While operations in tanneries 
have been resumed Gn a pretty good 
scale, the buying of tanstuffs has 
lagged. This could ke attributed to 
the high prices which have prevailed 
on the majority of foreign tanstuffs. 
Shipment prices on raw materials 
from Oriental and Evropean markets 
have ruled so high during recent 
months that tanners have been averse 
to placing business in them. Such 
goods importers have brought to 
the market on ec ignment has been 
moved into consumrtion without dif- 
ficulty; but the themselves 
did not feel disposed to give the im- 
porters firm orders to go into the pri- 
mary markets and pick up a 100 tons 
or so of this or that article. 

Sicilian sumac has been 
and the price of shipments 
lower. The high prices which Italian 
sellers asked for shipments of new 
crop when it first came to market a 
few weeks ago Ciscouraged buying. 
European consumers were apparently 
of the same opinion as American ones, 
and held off from making purchases. 
Italian sellers have evidently been 
forced to lower quotations, judging by 
the cheaper prices which have been 
cabled here lately. It could not be 
said that there has been any great 
rush to buy at that, 

Leading manufacturers of 
mates have been soliciting contract 
business more actively, and business 
for delivery next year has been taken 
on in some volume during the past 
week. The prices at which contracts 
have been taken on have been only 
fractionally lower than those quoted 
on current deliveries. The market for 
bichromates has been e° tremely steady 
for some time nast. Prussiates were 
less in demand and the prices have 
been rather more irregular. Quota- 
tions did not fluctuate much during 
the week, and the undertone was ap- 
parently steady, although lower priced 
shipments from abroad were exerting 
influence on the trend of the imported 
in the spot market.
